Th» community club provides the 
get-together rendezvous” 
for 
the 
rural neighborhood. A country club 
of this character is not only a clear­ 
ing house of sociability and rural up­ 
lift, but, during the recent war, it 
supplied excellent quarters for emerg 
( acy work of the Red Cross, local 
blanches of the Council of National 
Defense and other war activities as 
well as fostering 
home 
economics 
and farm demonstration operations. 
County communities in IOO differ­ 
ent localities now enjoy the com- 
rn tinily club. Rest rooms are provid­ 
ed for the farmers and their families 
when they visit town, while usually 
Hie county agent and the local nurse 
have offices in the 
building. 
The 
equipment of the building varies with 
the agricultural prosperity of the 
territory; from plain furniture and 
fittings of distinctly utilitarian sim­ 
plicity to elaborate furnishings, in­ 
cluding 
moving-picture 
machines, 
pianos and talking machines. 
How Community Clubs are Form ed. 
Not long ago the Rural Organisa­ 
tion Project of the Bureau of Mar­ 
kets. United States Department of 
Agriculture .conducted a com prehen­ 
sive investigation of the community 
buildings, their activities, organisa­ 
tion, and management. 
Usually the 
persons owning stock in their com ­ 
munity building association organise 
an incorporated company. Non-stock­ 
holders desiring the privileges o-f 
the building are associated as social 
members, both classes paying dues. 
Generally, the control and manage­ 
ment of the buildings are under the 
direction of the board of trustees and 
various committees which 
central­ 
ize their powers in the authority del­ 
e t e d to the house 
secretary. 
In 
soul** instances where the community 
building is secured through private 
or industrial donation, control is 
placed in a select board nailed by 
the donor and possessing power to 
appoint his successors. Township and 
state buildings are managed by the 
usual public officials. 
As a rule, the annual maintenance 
expenses range from 5 to 
IO 
per 
cent of the initial cost. being in the 
simpler building chiefly 
for 
light 
and heat and in the larger ones in­ 
clusive of salaries for secretaries, 
physical directors .caretakers, and li­ 
brarians. Funds to maintain the or- 
ganiaztions 
are 
secured 
through 
membership dues, rentals, receipts 
from entertainm ents, moving pictures 
bowl ng. billiards, and similar sources 
of revenue. \ccordlng to the report 
of ’he Government specialists, 32 of 
the community buildings n o w in use 
are owned, controlled, financed, sup- 
ported. and used by their respective

issuing stock, as well as by general 
contribution, this income being sup­ 
plemented often by 
receipts 
from 
sales, games, and entertainm ents, or 
by securing loans with the building 
as security, the loan being repaid lat­ 
er when sufficient funds accumulate 
for such purpose. 
Some Building* inputted. 
Twenty-nine of the clubs studied 
are the product of local organizations 
with restricted aims, such as a wom­ 
en's club, athletic club, or a farm ­ 
ers’ club, which constructs a build­ 
ing for its private use as well as for 
the general, social use of the com­ 
munity. Twenty of the community 
buildings now in use have been do­ 
nated by private individuals, who 
generally operate and maintain them 
while 13 of the clubhouses have been 
provided by the township 
or 
town 
which 
maintains 
the* 
buildings 
through revenues 
earned 
by 
the 
buildings themselves. 
There 
are 
seven of these community buildings 
which have been erected as social 
centers for the use of the employees 
of some local industry, as well as 
for the community in general.— Bul­ 
letin.

$50. 
BILL IS PASSED 


NEW SYSTEM OF ROUTES 
OFFERED:ELECTION IS 
SET FOR MAY 16 


WORK STARTS IN TEN PUCES 


(6.000,000 Worth of Bond* Are to B* 
Issued First—A Complete 
List of the Routes 
Selected. 


Oklahoma 
City. — The 
$50,000,000 
road bill has been passed by both 
houses of the legislature. 
In addition to presenting an entiroly 
hew system of routes in many re- 
vpecte, the conference bill provides 
several ne* features regulating the 
■ale of bonds, the administration of 
the road fund and the maintenance of 
the roads 
The special election for voting on 
the $50,000,CHMT bond issue is ti ted for 
May l l in the bill; however, the gov­ 
ernor is given the right to set a new 
date should anything prevent the hold- 
tag of an election on this date 
The 
administration 
of 
the 
road 
■measure is placed in a commission of 
live, appointed by the governor, o f 
which the governor is to he chairman. 
Two of the other members are to be 
republicans and two democrats 
They 
will receive a salary of $5,000 a year. 


$6,000,000 First. 
Sale o f bonds in the first year after 
the date of authorisation is limited to 
16,000.000, for the second year, $16.- 
000,000 and for the third year $30,OOO,- 
OOO 
Two thirds of the gross production 
tax and two thirds of the automobile 
license tax will go into the road fund, 
through the general revenue fund, by 
the bill. 
Division of the state into ten “con­ 
venient sections” in whch rbad build­ 
ing shall begin and be prosecuted si­ 
multaneously is provided. 


Maintenance Method. 
Maintenance of the roads is provid 
ed by an acreage tax and by a tax on 
railroads, pipe lines, telegraph and 
telephone pole lines and electric power 
and transmission lines contiguous to 
the territory in which hard-surfaced 
roads are built. 
Railroads within the three-mile tone 
on each side of the roads are exempt 
from 
the acreage assessments for 
maintenance but are assessed annually 
$15 for each mile of main line track 
within the area and $5 for each mile 
rf aide track. 
Phone Lines Assessed. 
Telegraph pole lines are to be as­ 
sessed $3 a mile within the assess­ 
ment sones and telephone pole lines 
are assessed $2 a mile, except in case 
»f mutual rural lines not operated for 
profit. 
Electric power and transmis­ 
sion lines are assessed $5 a mile. 
Pipe lines are assessed on a grad- 
sated scale, depending upon the site 
rf the line from $2 to $6 a mile within 
.toe assessment area.

In the hold of the ship it soon settles 
Into a gum my solid on the voyage, so 
that it has to be dug out with picks 
again. Too soft to be bandied as a 
solid and too solid to be dealt with as 
a Hold, it is one of the most difficult 
of substances to manage.
